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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


During the year of 1970, Windham has continued the steady growth pattern of the last sev- 
eral years, This growth is principally in the field of single family homes and, at this moment, would appear to 
be our destiny. We continue to be frustrated in efforts to lure industrial and commercial development to our 
Town. 


Our Planning Board twice submitted zoning proposals to the people during 1970. A recom- 
mendation to increase residential lot sizes and frontages failed to pass at our March meeting. A proposal for 
Planned Unit Development - a highly sophisticated type of zoning with built-in utilities, open space, recreational 
areas and a favorable tax base - was soundly defeated in the fall. 


Windham's rapid people growth was brought into sharp focus with the announced figures 
from the latest census, which showed a population increase of 128% in the last decade, This rise reflects a de- 
mand for more services and consequently, higher budgets. Our Town tax has been increasing at the average rate 
of 15% per year over the last ten years, as compared to a 22% average increase for County tax and 25% for School 
tax, These figures speak for themselves, and certainly indicate that in working out a moderate Town govern- 
mental budget, we do try harder, 


Environmental control appears to be an important issue of the day. Under serious consider- 
ation by the Town are such problems as our solid waste disposal system, outdoor burning and algae growth in our 
ponds, We will discuss and act on some of these problems at our coming Town Meeting. 


Recent Town Meeting action has set aside funds for purchase of land for cemeteries and 
other municipal purposes. We have searched for and have located several desirable sites, but thus far, have failed 
in successfully negotiating a purchase, We would appreciate any leads on available land which might serve a 
Town purpose, 


We wish to thank the many citizen boards in Town who serve diligently without remunera- 
tion, and we gratefully acknowledge the complete cooperation of all Town officials and employees, 


The business portion of Town Meeting will be held on Wednesday evening, March 10 at 
7:30 in the Center School Auditorium.

The steady increase in population; 2, The use of Unit 51 asa 


The equipment of the department is in good condition and I anticipate no purchases of 
major equipment in the ensuing year, with the exception of hose, Since there is a need for hose to reload the 
equipment, I am requesting funds to be withdrawn from the Trust Funds to cover this purchase, 


A number of problems have developed with Unit 59, Because of these and the age of the 
vehicle (20 years), Unit 59 is being converted to a service truck, This, I believe, will give the unit a few more 
years of useful service to the town, 
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The need for prompt and efficient treatment of the sick and injured in the town, I feel, 
has been answered with the placing in service of Unit 51, This project has been underway for the past two years, 
with the training of personnel and equipping of the unit. There is still a way to go, but with an on-going training 
program the goal will be reached, 


Training courses were conducted in town, with a number of other departments in the area 
taking part. Eight men also took a course at the Bon Secours Hospital conducted by the doctors and nurses of the 
emergency room, The men of this department did very well, 


In this year's budget, I have requested funds for an additional man, I do so with the firm 
conviction that, for the department to continue to render the service both in fire and rescue, the additional man 
is absolutely necessary. 


Now, a word about swimming pools, First - they are a lot of fun, Second - they are very 
dangerous, Children should not be allowed to be in a pool unless there is a competent adult to supervise them. 
Remember, injuries in swimming pools are not uncommon and the proper removal of an injured person from a 
pool is most important. The department will conduct a training session in the Spring for all pool owners and any 
other interested party.

During the year 1971, the Board intends to study and prepare a Minimum Housing Stand- 
ards ordinance for presentation to the townspeople at the 1972 March Town Meeting.

The fire season of 1970 was not a quiet one in this area, on the contrary, it was a very busy 
time, with some towns reporting a greater number of fires than in past years, This record is not good. 


Both state and towns are striving to meet this challenge. Results show that we are not do- 
ing enough, we must do more in the matter of fire prevention education, a more active inspection program and a 
more prompt, complete investigation of fires where definite cause is not known, with court action where the need 
is indicated, 


We must insist that minor children are given needed supervision, this is a parent's responsi- 
bility. Your Warden and District Chief stand ready to help in this work, 


Our gratitude to all who have helped in forest fire prevention and suppression this past year 
and we look forward to this continued help in our effort to improve our good prompt detection system and fast sup- 
pression action. This, coupled with a good prevention program, will improve our fire record, Follow these simple 
suggestions to help: 


Set a good example for others by observing fire permit laws and regulations; take your de- 
bris and waste to the town dump; keep matches away from children and be sure your smoking material is dead out 


when discarded,

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HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT’S REPORT 


The Town's budget for 1970 was $23,000 for summer maintenance, and $20,000 for winter 
maintenance, This sum is used for equipment and material necessary to maintain the Town's 40 miles of road, 
We have increased our total mileage in the past four years, 


We stayed close on our summer appropriation, expending $23,254.29. We had a consider- 
able amount of drainage problems in the spring of 1970. We have replaced and installed larger culverts on Lon- 
donderry Road, Glance Road, Marblehead Road, Doiron Road and Rock Pond Road. We replaced two old culverts 
on Ministerial Road, one on Frost Road, and one on Field Road, 


Our sealing program is working well, We have now sealed all town roads during the past 
four years. We will continue our sealing program to keep our roads in good condition, We have been able to 
complete Marblehead Road and have been able to tar the Dump Road also. We have started work on the north side 
of Morrison Road and will continue the work there this spring. Hidden Valley Road has been widened and gravel- 
led, With a little grading, we should be able to tar the road as soon as weather permits, 


We were doing good on our winter budget until we got into December. Our appropriation 
was $20,000 and we expended $24,423.58. I don't believe we did too bad, If we were using just salt, instead of 


a sand mixture, we could nearly expend this amount on just the purchase of salt alone. (A large amount of salt 
will contaminate wells, and kill trees along the side of roads), 


I now have four sanders and a large stockpile of sand, With the ever increasing traffic on 
our roads, we have been able to give you faster and better service.

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HEALTH OFFICER’S REPORT 


In the past year, one of the most important problems was that of algae and pollution control 
in the lakes and streams of the town. I have had a number of conversations with representatives of the State Water 
Pollution Commission in regard to the above problems, 


The aid received from the State has been less than desired, meaning that the Town will 
have to take the leading role in the control of these problems, A survey of Cobbetts Pond was made to determine 
the extent of the algae problem, the results of which appear at the end of this report. 


The pollution problem is, I believe, well under control in all the major waters of the town, 
with the exception of Beaver Brook, The Beaver Brook problem is being corrected with the improvements being 
made to the Sewage Disposal System in the Town of Derry. 


I would like, at this time, to ask the people who own dogs to see that their dogs have been 
properly vaccinated for rabies. Remember, a dog is your private property, and any damage that a dog does can be 
assessed against the owner. The unrestricted dog has been causing a number of problems throughout the town, 
Please keep your dog under your control.

The following is the report submitted by Allied Biological Control Corporation, of Wellesley 

Hills, Mass, , relative to the algae survey conducted at Cobbetts Pond: 
December 11, 1970 

Dear Mr. Keefe: 

Pursuant to your request, a biological examination of Cobbetts Pond was conducted by our 
Aquatic Biologist, Carlton L. Noyes, on October 26, 1970, On that date, water, mud, and weed samples were 
collected and returned to our Laboratory for subsequent analysis, Also, as part of the survey, a history of the algae 
conditions at Cobbetts Pond was obtained from your office and the State Laboratory. 


Based on the information collected as part of our biological survey, the following conclu- 
sions have been drawn, 


Cobbetts Pond, covering an area of approximately 345 acres and having a maximum depth 
of 73 feet, was classified as a mesotrophic body of water. Specifically, the Lake exhibited a contrast between a 
heavily weeded shoreline and a clear, vegetation free, area running through the center of the Lake. 


While nutrient levels were low (see attached Laboratory Analysis), aquatic weeds and algae, 
nevertheless, were found in abundance, Our survey indicates that the following species of aquatic vegetation were 
found in Cobbetts Pond: 


Ultricularia vulgaris bladderwort 
Potamogeton robinsii flatleaf pondweed 
Elodea canadensis elodea 
Vallisneria americana eelgrass 
Potamogeton oakesianus pondweed 
Eleocharis acicularis slender spikerush 
Typha latifolia cattail 
Nymphaea odorata white waterlily 


Filamentous and microscopic algae 
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Of the above listed forms of aquatic plants, bladderwort, flatleaf pondweed, elodea, and 
eelgrass represent the dominant hydrophytes. These weeds were found growing along the shoreline out to a depth of 
approximately 10 feet. Beyond this point, little or no higher forms were found. 


Although Cobbetts Pond has an abundance of aquatic weed growth, the major problem en- 
countered by the Pond's abutters over the past several years has been the accumulation of filamentous algae. Two 
species of algae were identified, namely Stigomena turfacema and Chamaesiphon sp. Like most filamentous algal 
forms, these species begin their growth cycle early in the Spring in response to the natural thermal inversion, 


It is during this Spring turnover period that nutrients are re-cycled and planktonic algae be- 
gin to reproduce in great numbers, 


Filamentous algae continues to grow along the bottom of the Lake until mid-Summer when 
large gelatinous masses floating to the surface and accumulating in windrows along the shoreline, As the algae 
dies, offensive gases are released, 


The experiences of the Town of Windham and the State of New Hampshire in controlling 
filamentous algae are not uncommon, Unlike microscopic plankton forms, filamentous algae does not respond 
favorably to Copper Sulfate treatments, Occasionally, sufficient control of these complex cells is achieved, how- 
ever, success is generally limited to small ponds and lakes when dilution does not effect the treatment. 


Recent work by this Office and other research facilities in the Northeast have indicated that 
the compound, generically referred to as Simazine, has been extremely effective for the control of filamentous 
algae. Work with this compound is being carried out under an experimental registration grant from the U.S.D.A., 
to the Geigy Chemical Company for research purposes, At present, this chemical is being considered for final 
registration as an aquatic algacide in both recreation and potable water bodies. 


Whereas the filamentous algae conditions at Cobbetts Pond can be isolated, it would appear 
profitable for the Town of Windham to undertake experimental treatment programs in conjunction with the State 
of New Hampshire to evaluate the effectiveness of Simazine in 1971. Treatments should be made utilizing pro- 
portioning ejection equipment to ensure that the entire area receives the correct concentration of algacide. We 
recommend that the experimental treatments be carried out at a rate not to exceed 1.0 p.p.m. For budgetary 
purposes, we estimate the cost of an experimental treatment to an area of approximately 20 acres (average depth 
6 feet) to be $2,000.00. 


Although this Office is equipped and licensed to carry out this work in New Hampshire, we 
suggest that any project of this nature be coordinated throughthe Water Pollution Control Commission and that that 
office conduct regular sampling, both prior to, and following chemical treatments to monitor results obtained. 
The Commission's Chief Aquatic Biologist, Terrence P, Frost, should be consulted prior to the commencement of 
any experimental chemical treatments. 


In summary, Cobbetts Pond is an ideal recreational body of water whose ecology is now be- 
ginning to reflect buildup and development of the shoreline, Aquatic weeds and filamentous algae will become 
even more acute in the years ahead. Action should begin as soon as possible to restore the algae problem by use 
of new chemicals and techniques that have proven to be successful elsewhere, Also, a monitoring of the shoreline 
sanitary facilities should be conducted annually as insurance against further enrichment of the Lake,

1970 has been an exciting year at the Nesmith Library with library patrons using the facili- 
ties as never before. Readers advisory questions, reference questions set the pace and every possible effort is being 
made to meet library patrons’ requests, The Nesmith Library uses both Nashua and Manchester, as well as the 
N. H. State Library, for inter-library loans. In order to facilitate more rapid location and lending of material, a 
network of teletypes are used in the larger libraries throughout New Hampshire. 


We also are served several times a year by bookmobile visits. The bookmobile does not 
serve the public directly, but rather provides wholesale book service to public libraries. Each library is enabled to 
borrow an unlimited number of books at each visit. These books supplement our own collection and enables local 
library patrons to have easy access to many additional titles, 


Six times a year, a series of book selection meetings are held throughout the Southeast Dis- 
trict for librarians concerned with selecting books for purchase, Display of new books, copies of professional re- 
views and oral book reviews are featured at these meetings, Also, each District has an Advisory Council, consist~- 
ing of one representative from each participating library which meets about four times a year. 


Centralized book cataloging service has resumed as of November 1, 1970 for local libraries 
at the N. H. State Library for newly published books, 


A new working area has been built, utilizing the space in the center of the library, Booki_ 


ordering, processing, mending, researching and many other duties now can proceed without interruption making 
for more efficient operation of library work, 


The Nesmith Library, during the past year, has received gifts from the following persons 
and groups: Mrs, Philip Assanti, Prof. J, Frederic Burtt, C. B. S., Mrs. Olin Cochran, Mr. C. C. Dinsmoor, Mr.

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DOG OFFICER’S REPORT 


At the 1970 Town Meeting, it was voted in the affirmative to appropriate the sum of $600 
for a Dog Officer.. Previous to this time, duties of a Dog Officer had been handled by the Police Department. 
As the town has grown, the task of police work involved with the increase in population meant that the depart- 
ment's time for dog calls was limited, 


It was felt that the time-consuming duties of a Dog Officer should be performed by some 
other person who could devote his time specifically to this purpose. The Dog Officer has served the town in that 
capacity since April of 1970, and the following is a list of activities since that time: ;

The Dog Officer's salary is $50.00 per month, which I consider to be adequate, However, 
I would like to see an additional sum of money added to the $600 appropriation to cover expenses involved, such 
as; mileage costs, destroying and disposing of dogs, and dog equipment. In 1970, a large portion of the $600 
went towards expenses, and the anticipated salary was decreased considerably,

RECREATION COMMISSION REPORT 


It has been the duty of the Recreation Commission, since its inception, to present to the 
residents of Windham a variety of activities that would interest young and old alike, As the year drew to a close, 
we of the Commission could look back on a very successful year. 


In the early days of 1970, we found ourselves at Landry's Ski Slopes in the midst of skis, 
ski poles, boots, and a multitude of children and adults with the hope of learning to ski, During the two weeks of 
registration, 1382 children and 30 adults signed up for the program. 


As winter gave way to spring, the Commission held instructional classes in fly tying, at- 
tendance approximately 15, and in golf, with more than 20 would-be golfers swinging those irons and woods. The 
Commission once again provided ice cream for all the children who participated in, or observed, the Memorial 
Day parade and ceremonies, 


With the arrival of hot weather, we sponsored a very successful swimming program. Quali- 
fied instructors from the American Red Cross provided instruction for 232 children enrolled in the program, Each 
child who successfully completed the course of instruction in his class received a card certified by the Red Cross 
indicating his degree of advancement. 


A new addition to our list of activities was a 4-week program in arts and crafts held on Sat- 
urday mornings. Thirty children participated and made crayon cans, pinwheels, name banners, and yarn dolls - 
all of which were on display at the summer's final activity, the Field Day. 


Due to other activities scheduled for the same day, our annual Field Day had only 76 par- 
ticipants. Ribbons were awarded to first, second, and third place winners, Trophies were presented to the out- 
standing boy and girl athletes of the day - David Tokanel and Kim Eisaman, 


In the fall, the Teenage Commission again put on a Halloween party for the youngsters, 
The evening was filled with games, singing, and refreshments, Prizes were given for the funniest, best looking, 
and most original costumes, The teenagers also held a number of dances at the Center School throughout the year, 


We are pleased to have been able to add new activities to our recreation program last year, 
However, we hope to expand it further in the coming year, so that more of our citizens will desire to participate, 
To do this, we will need your support and assistance, 


In conclusion, the Commission wishes to extend special thanks to those town departments, 
organizations and individuals whose assistance contributed to the success of our programs,

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REGIONAL PLANNING COMMISSION REPORT 


A Regional Planning Commission for the geographical area of Salem, Danville, Kingston, 
Newton, Hampstead, Atkinson, Plaistow, Sandown and Windham was organized during 1970, The first meeting 
was held in June, 1970, and the area was named Southeast Regional Planning District. So that the name could 
better identify the area, the members later voted to change the name to Southern Rockingham Regional Planning 
District Commission, 


In New Hampshire communities, it has become increasingly evident that planning proced- 
ures do not function at peak efficiency until, and unless, they are inter-related with the planning programs of ad- 
jacent communities and with any programs which may affect the general geographic region in which the commun- 
ities lie. Regional commissions also help to establish cooperative handling of land uses in adjacent areas of abut- 
ting communities and to provide an avenue for instituting inter-community programs for such facilities as water 
supply systems, waste disposal, recreational projects and the like, The cost of these regional projects can be far 
less on a per capita basis than if each community attempts unilaterally to supply its own citizens with these facil- 
ities, 


The first meeting was attended by representatives from Salem, Plaistow and Windham, 
These three towns, plus Atkinson, now make up the active membership, however, since the first meeting, repre- 
sentatives from Newton and Hampstead have been attending on a regular basis, The total 1970 population for the 
entire district was 37,501 people, The voting member communities’ populations amounted to 29,108 people rep- 
resenting 77% of the region as a whole. 


The Regional Planning concept is presently being sponsored by the U. S, Department of 
Housing and Urban Development (HUD), Under Regional Planning, HUD can control planning programs eligible 
for federal grants and reduce repetitious funding and studies within a geographical area, Effective October 1970, 
federal grants for water/sewer, disposal areas, environmental control and all major planning and developmental 
programs needed for a small town's growth will only be granted if Regional Planning approves the request for the 
grant, 


In order for a region to be able to approve projects for federal grants, the region must first 
have a comprehensive planning program and be certified by HUD. HUD requires that each region be certified in 
accordance with HUD's certification circulars MPD 6415, 1A and 6415.2A. Our region has not yet received certi- 
fication, however, we have met with HUD representatives and outlined a work program and presented a budget to 
cover these programs, HUD assures temporary certification will be granted to the region, Salem's request for a 
million dollar water/sewer grant has been delayed pending temporary certification, Since temporary certification 
has been assured, Salem has been instructed to return their request for these funds to HUD for approval, Perma- 
nent certification of the region is scheduled for October, 1971, 


From its inception, the Southern Rockingham Regional Planning District Commission has 
held monthly meetings, elected officers to serve one year terms, adopted by-laws, hired a planning consultant 
and met with representatives from both the Office of State Planning and HUD personnel from New York and Man- 
chester, 


The finances required for the district commission's first year of operation totalled $9,000, 
two-thirds of which was a subsidized grant. Windham's share of $500 which was appropriated by an affirmative 


vote at a previous town meeting to join the region, was used for planning consultant's fees in performing regional 
studies required for certification,

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 
Tothe citizens of Windham, I hereby submit my annual report as Superintendent of Schools, 
In October of 1957, Russia placed in orbit an artificial satellite called "Sputnik, " 


Curriculum and curriculum development became front-page news and citizens began to 
realize the importance of more expensive curricula for college-bound as well as non-college bound youngsters, 
General education as well as better vocational offerings, particularly on the higher and more technical level were 
in demand, The necessity for meeting the needs of all our students became very important. 


Traditionally, curriculum was only a collection of textbooks used by a given school system. 
As the purposes of educations have broadened, the idea of curriculum has changed to include all the means used by 
a school system to provide students with opportunities for a profitable learning experience, The business of living 
is now the curriculum of our schools, Over the past four years, in this Union, teachers, administrators, consultants 
and lay people have been working together to make available to the teachers curriculum materials, It will not be 
easy for these students to make decisions without the right information; it takes profound thought and knowledge, it 
takes courage to act and to behave democratically. Children have to be prepared for all of this, Your schools 
have been given the assignment of helping students to understand the world in which they live, and to make deci- 
sions about current problems and to prepare for a future world that we do not completely understand. 


This Union has become increasingly aware that curriculum development is an integral part 
of the educational process, It is no longer sufficient to rely only on a textbook for a given subject. The teacher, 
through her curriculum guide, must be given the ideas and understandings that a community feel are important for 
their children, It is no longer enough to rely on the standard textbooks, Other media must be placed in the hands 
of the teachers, Current research in education has revealed that learning takes place through all the senses, there- 
fore, the teachers must have access to such materials as filmstrips, visual transparencies, charts, models and tapes, 


The main emphasis in curriculum study in this Union isto place in the hands of the teachers 
the ideas and concepts that are to be taught in each subject. Along with these concepts we want to provide a 
teacher with the necessary materials to enable her to do her job. When this has been accomplished, each class- 
room teacher will be able to organize and present the materials in her own particular style of teaching. 


We do not want a stereotyped teaching, We want to be certain, however, that each student 
has the opportunity to receive a similar background of knowledge in our Supervisory Union, We feel that the best 
way to do this is by the staff working together, with consultants, to write curriculum guides for each subject. We 
fully realize, however, that_a good curriculum is never complete; that it undergoes constant evaluation so that it 
may meet the needs of our changing community. 


I would like to express my appreciation to Mr, Arthur Mitchell, Assistant Superintendent of 
Schools, for his leadership in the curriculum program. 


Student population continues to grow in Windham, Between September, 1968 and Septem- 
ber, 1969, the student population in grades one through eight increased by 18.2%, This is not due to the birth- 
rate in town, but to the in-migration of families to Windham, Based upon current population studies, it is quite 
evident that the school population will continue to grow at a rate of between eight and ten percent for the fore- 
seeable future, 


The opening of the new elementary school in 1971 will provide much needed classroom 
space and will allow moving classrooms from the Searles School and St. Matthew's Catechetical Center into the 
new school, The taxpayers of Windham are to be congratulated on providing this fine facility for the children in 
their community. 


I would like, at this time, to express my appreciation to the School Board, Mr. DeCarolis 
and the Windham staff for their dedicated efforts to provide a good education for the children of Windham. 


I would like to commend Mr, Anastas Christo, Director of Pupil Personnel, for his dedicated 
efforts to provide programs for the special students in this Union.

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ASSISTANT SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


The school year of 1969/70 actually began in August for many Windham staff members, 
The Curriculum Study programs of Supervisory Union #10 included staff members from Windham. Three study 
groups were held, The language arts group met to review and improve the language arts kit which had been de- 
veloped previously and received such wide acclaim from the State Department of Education and other educators. 


The social studies group continued its work on the grade 1 through 8 program. Their goal 
was to coordinate the content area and develop and outline the skills to be covered at different grade levels, The 
purpose is to coordinate more text and a greater variety of media in conjunction with library resources, Research 
and experience indicates strongly that a child must learn from more than just one text and more than just the 
printed word, 


Modern technology has afforded us the opportunity to help a child learn in a variety of 
ways, Research has proven that a child learns not only by listening, but also by saying and doing. Classrooms are 
organized into large and small group work, filmstrips are provided for the visual learner, tape recorders and taped 
programs for the auditory learner and concrete materials for the kinesthetic approach, Recent research and exper- 
ience has also shown us that a child's learning cannot be based on his intelligence alone. The physiological de- 
velopment of the child must also be considered. 


Windham, along with other towns in Supervisory Union #10, has joined in the develop- 
mental approach, As studies by the noted Piaget have indicated, we must give recognition to all phases of a 
child's learning, not just his chronological age. We have attempted to incorporate the latest in study and research 
into the educational program in Windham. 


In the fall of 1969, a workshop was held for all Supervisory Union staff members at the Au- 
burn Village School. Dr. Robert Anderson, world renowned author - educator in the organization of team teach- 
ing and the ungraded schools, worked with the teachers that day. Also joining us in the area of language arts, aids 
and ideas, was Thomas Wolpert of Boston University. From Keene State College came Mike Franklin to talkto 
the teachers in the area of learning disabilities, its foundations and some suggested treatment. Throughout the 
year, many rewards of the workshop were shown in classrooms, 


Following the close of school in June, representatives from each school in the Supervisory 
Union met in a two-day workshop with Dr, Kenneth Marrar from Boston University. These people devoted their 
time to audio-visual materials, learning how to make transparencies, slides and individual screens and other 
learning aids for the classroom. The intention was that they would share this information with their staff for the 
coming school year. 


Teachers also volunteered their time to attend a long intensive workshop on individualizing 
instruction, The workshop would begin in August and continue through February 1971. Dr, Kimball, Dean of 
University of New Hampshire Graduate School, would be the leader along with representatives from other universi- 
ties, Also, at the close of school, Mr. Joseph DeCarolis, Principal of the Windham School, joined other Union 
administrators and the superintendent's office in a full workshop, We spent our time reviewing the past year, our 
programs and their operation in order that we might more successfully plan for the coming school year. As in any 
successful business, we feel that these programs are of great significance, 


Again, in October, the Scientific Research Association Achievement Tests were admini- 
stered, The results were given to the Board of Education and to the parents, It was with great pride that we wel- 
comed Mr, Robert Copp as Windham's first physical education director for the 1969/70 school year. This afforded 
the Windham children an opportunity never before realized and helped us strengthen and inform positive attitudes 
towards education, The physical education demonstration, directed by Mr. Copp in February, was well received 
by over three hundred parents. Additional equipment was purchased to extend the program for the coming year. 


At this time, I wish to express my appreciation to the Windham staff members for their ex- 
cellent cooperation and professionalism throughout the school year. Their willingness to do more than what is 
asked, always what is necessary, is becoming a characteristic of the Windham teachers. This is an unusual quality 
in today's world. The Windham Board of Education has shown great enthusiasm for the continued improvement of 
the educational program in Windham. My gratitude also to Principal Joseph DeCarolis for his tireless efforts in 
conveying and developing attitudes conducive to good learning and good education,

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PRINCIPAL’S REPORT 


On September 4, 1969, we opened the Windham Center School, the Searles School, and 
St. Matthews with an enrollment of 521 students, The continuing growth of Windham made it necessary to find 
more available classroom space, and thanks to Father Knott and the people at St. Matthews, we were able to put 
three fifth grades in their fine building. Plans for our 1970 opening call for five rooms, with grades Four and Five 
using St. Matthews and grade Three going to the Searles School. 


With the success of our Language Arts program a reality, a great deal of time was directed 
towards the strengthening of our Math, Science and Social Studies programs. Many hours were spent reviewing 
our present programs, screening new materials, and inroads were made into the development of a more meaning- 
ful curriculum. 


This past year also brought the beginning of a developmental method of placement for our 
primary level, As stated in previous publications, this type of placement allowed many of our incoming first 
graders to have a better start in school, which resulted in the lowest number of students ever who required more 
than one year to finish a year's work, 


Physical education became a reality in Windham this year with the addition of a full-time 
teacher, Mr. Robert Copp. Emphasis was placed on the development of physical co-ordination, self achieve- 
ment, and confidence. Hours were spent with students, both during class and after school, to develop these 
skills, The success of this program was evident at the First Annual Gymnastic Program which was well received by 
the community. 


It is anticipated that, by the time this report is read, we will have moved into the new 
school. We do not foresee any difficulty in making the move to that building and excitement always runs high 
when education moves forward. 


Recruitment of teachers to Windham is one of the most rewarding facets of my job for ob- 
vious reasons, Very few people leave our school and we receive many applications for the few available jobs, 
We have been fortunate in being able to sign our first selections to contracts to teach in Windham, and our staff 
for the year 1970-71 was filled by March of last year, Much credit for our success must go to our administration, 
our School Board, our staff, and certainly the citizens for making Windham a place that people would like to 
work, 


Indication of the dedication of our staff was obvious when all of the teachers reported to 
school on August 24th for a four-day workshop and preparation session, For the coming year, this workshop was a 
donation of time and effort on behalf of the staff so that they would be better prepared to meet the educational 
needs of your children, Workshops were also held throughout the year in Union #10 with Windham participating in 
all of them. Curriculum studies were held the first two weeks of August, with many of us from Windham again 
participating, All of the curriculum work that I have mentioned has been held to insure that our teachers are “up- 
to-date" in educational processes so that they can offer only the finest education possible for their students, 


Inter-scholastic athletics were expanded this year to include soccer, basketball and base- 
ball, Many hours were spent with interested boys to teach them the fundamentals of these games. If success 
could be measured in enthusiasm, our program was certainly worthwhile, A hearty "well done" must go to our 
coaches, Mr, Paul Kivikoski and Mr, Robert Copp, for their time and effort on behalf of our youth, 


We were again pleased to be able to meet the many requests for use of the school building 
for outside activities, The building was used every afternoon, evening and some weekends, 


The success of our year reached its climax with a very enjoyable visit from our Governor 
Walter Peterson at our graduation exercises, The evening was delightful for both the graduates and some 450 
people in attendance. Much thanks to Mr. Maurice Tarbell for his effort and success in influencing the Governor 
to accept our invitation. 
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The educational outlook for Windham is most encouraging and, with great anticipation, I 
look forward to the coming year. I wish to thank the Superintendent's Office, the School Board Members, and the 
fine staff here at school, and all the people for making Windham a leader in the educational process,

MUSIC SUPERVISOR’S REPORT 


To the Superintendent of Schools, School Board and Citizens of Windham: 


During the school year 1970-71, we have been trying to integrate several different methods 
of teaching music into one overall program. All grades have been learning to sing new songs chosen according to 
their abilities and interests, 


The first grades have been learning to recognize and repeat simple rhythms and melodic 
patterns, They have also learned to "feel" the pulse or beat of the music and to express it through body move- 
ment and the use of rhythm instruments. Grades two and three have begun to read rhythmic notation and also to 
sing simple melodies by the use of Kodaly hand signals, 


In addition to reading and writing rhythms and learning to hear and sing by sight more dif- 
ficult intervals, the fourth, fifth, and sixth grades have been learning to sing in two and three parts, beginning 
with rounds, canons, and partner songs, and going on to songs with descants and simple two part songs, The jun- 


ior high chorus presented a Christmas program and a spring concert this year. 


I would like to thank the Superintendent of Schools, his administrative staff, our principal 
and teachers for helping to make this a very rewarding year,

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SCHOOL NURSE’S REPORT 


Once again, our school year is ending after a most productive session, Health Education is 
now beginning to become a reality in many of the School Systems throughout the State of New Hampshire. 


At the present time, Windham's Health Education program has been improved over previous 
years, Our philosophy has been to try to make an addition to a portion of our health curriculum every year. This 
year, due to our limited facilities, we have been hampered somewhat, but have been able to add many phases in 
the safety, nutrition and drug programs, Due to the present situation of Drug Abuse in our Society, we felt that 
this was of the utmost importance at the present time. The students did participate in projects and outside speak- 
ers were presented to strengthen this phase of study. 


Our health services included many of the services as previous years, as well as a German 
Measles Clinic, This was held in December and two hundred and twenty-one students received immunization in- 
jections, We held our Tuberculosis skin testing program. At this time, one hundred and twenty-five children 
were tested with only one positive result, This student received a Mantoux test and one received a Chest X-ray 
to assure us that no active Tuberculosis was present, All five hundred and seventeen students were weighed and 
measured and screened for visual defects, Two hundred and seventy-five were screened for auditory defects as we 
only do every other grade in this screening as hearing defects occur less frequently than visual defects, 


Five hundred and seventy-seven children received care for minor injuries in the Health 
First Aid room, and six hundred and eighty-five students were seen for other conditions, some of which were sent 
home because they were unable to function in the class due to illness, 


We held our pre-school clinic in April for those students who will enter the first grade in 
the fall, Fifty-seven students were registered and received eye and ear screening and were scheduled for appoint- 
ments for the readiness test, 


We began a new program in Dental Health this year. Mrs, Barbara Coish, a registered 
Dental Hygienist, has begun a program in fluoride preventive dental care for the school population, This program 
is carried on with the cooperation of the State Department of Dental Health with the Parent-Teachers Organiza- 
tion as the sponsoring agency. It will be offered on an annual basis. 


Five students were referred to the Salem Mental Health Clinic and one student to a neurol- 
ogist for evaluation, One family was referred to Welfare in Portsmouth for Aid to Dependent Children and one 
pre-school child was referred to the Convulsive Disorder Clinic at the Elliot Hospital in Manchester, Our School 
physician did physical examinations on ninety-five students in the sixth and eighth grades, with three students re- 
ferred to their family physicians for follow-up treatment, 


Monthly, the school nurse, the reading consultant and the principal have together repre- 
sented the Windham School system at the educational dialogues conducted for the school systems of this area by 
the Salem Mental Health Association. Much has been derived from this participation, as well as from our monthly 
meeting with their psychiatric social worker, He has come into our school every month and after consulting with 
the nurse, has given us advice as to how to best help our emotionally disturbed children in the classroom, This 
has worked out very well, and the close association between the clinic and school has proved most beneficial to 
these children,

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SPEECH THERAPIST’S REPORT 
To the Superintendent of Schools and Members of the School Board: 


Federally funded through Title I, ESEA, in 1969-70, the Speech Therapy Program provided 
a full-time coordinator/speech therapist and three part-time therapists to serve the towns of Auburn, Chester, 
Derry, Londonderry, and Windham, 138 children in 11 schools were seen for therapy. The program also included 
a 4-week Summer Speech Clinic in 1970. 


All third-graders were screened in the Fall for speech problems of voice, articulation, 
hearing loss and auditory perception, stuttering, and language development. The philosophy of early identifica- 
tion of a speech problem is basic to the program, In this way, a child can be enrolled in speech therapy before 
his incorrect speech pattern becomes stabilized as a habit that would be harder to correct when he is older, 


In trying to effectively meet the needs of those children with speech problems and enhance 
the program, the children were seen on a block schedule of two 5-week periods during the school year. 90% of 
the children showed sufficient progress in the first 5-week block so that they carried-over the corrected speech out- 
side of therapy and to the second time block, 


The Special Education classes received a language program designed to raise the students’ 
general linguistic functioning. Through language activities, the classes were directed to oral expression for lang- 
uage development, 


Parents of children seen for therapy were given suggestions when needed to help their child 
at home and to maintain carry-over, Of particular consequence was the parental involvement in the child's ther- 
apy goals and understanding of the function of speech therapy in relation to the child, the school, and themselves, 


I wish to thank the Superintendent of Schools, his administrative staff, the School Boards, 
principals, teachers, and staff of all schools for their participation and help in the program, A special thanks is 
extended to Miss Carol MacKinnon for helping me.

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READING CONSULTANT’S REPORT 


Human beings are not alike, Their differences are real, inevitable, more subtle and more 
numerous than we often recognize, Their differences are essential to the very survival of the human race, Chil- 
dren are born different and are reared differently in a great variety of home environments, They enter school with 
extremely divergent behavior patterns, interests, attitudes and levels of readiness for formal learning. 


The school has several alternatives for dealing with this vast range of variabilities, It may 
ignore individual differences; tolerate them as a liability; attempt to eradicate them, forcing children to conform 
to arbitrary standards; or cultivate and nurture differences as assets and precious resources, 


No school organizational plan or curriculum structure can banish human variability or the 
multitude of problems that arise when dealing with it instructionally. Previously, much emphasis has been placed 
on various rates of learning. Now another variable is becoming most important - the manner or style of learning. 
Rather than just varying the rate of learning, the school must also provide a variety of ways by which a child can 
effectively learn, 


Your school is spending much time and effort in its endeavors to provide a greater diversity 
of ways for each child to learn successfully. Opportunities are continually being structured for acceptable per- 
formance for each individual, 


In turn, these tasks must be genuine and offer challenge. While the child's attempts are 
not always acceptable, his general progress should reflect growth, There is a vast difference between having some 
failures and being a failure. The latter is devastating while the former is realistic. 


Language arts, the skills of communication, have both personal and social significance, 
Good reading and listening habits can enable a person to achieve independence of thought and action that is nec- 
essary for true individuality. However, the ability to read is worthless if children and adults never bother to exer- 
cise these skills, The value of all writing preserved over the past can be destroyed by neglect as surely as by their 
burning. The success of current language arts programs is not so much the test scores compiled by the students, 
but rather the reading habits of both the young people and the adults of our society. 


Therefore, the challenge of education today is not only to equip the student in the com- 
munication skills, but aid them in finding value, purpose and enjoyment in books and other forms of written com- 
munication. Your school has made advances toward programming for individuals and their unique patterns of 
need, There is still much work to be done, The continued support of this concerned community makes the job 
far more effective and efficient. We hope that the following year will continue to reflect growth and success for 
all concerned, Education must never reach a point of completion, but be a constant process by which the human 
race is able to survive in this world with the continuing challenge of change.

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SCHOOL BOARD’S REPORT 


The year 1970-71 has seen the completion of the new elementary school on Lowell Road, 
This modern, flexible school now contains grades one through four inclusive, and is named Golden Brook School 
after nearby Golden Brook, which flows out of Cobbetts Pond and was once the winter camping grounds of the Paw- 
tucket Indian Tribe. 


The only major change in the facilities was the installation of carpeting in the classrooms, 
The School Board believes that the lesser amount of time required to care for carpeting will, during its life, make 
it more economical as well as impart a better educational atmosphere to the school, 


Originally, the School Board planned to employ a clerk of the works during the erection of 
the new school, Then, because the financial situation was so critical, it was decided to ask Mr, Francis Keefe, 
our Building Inspector, if he would act as clerk of the works, 


Mr. Keefe graciously consented, and the result was that he made daily and often additional 
inspections as the school was being built, I wish to express the appreciation of all those with an interest in the 
school to Mr. Keefe at this time. 


As the result of a decision made by the New Hampshire Board of Education, the Windham 
School District will become a member of Supervisory Union #27 with the school districts of Hudson, Litchfield and 
Pelham. This new affiliation will become effective as of July 1, 1971, 


With the opening of the new Golden Brook School, a major change in the bus scheduling 
was innovated, Previously, all children on any given route were picked up on the same bus and, in many cases, 
taken to a school they would not attend; then transferred to another bus and taken to their own school, This was 
often accompanied by long waiting periods in other schools and under the supervision of teachers in schools that 
they did not attend, 


This was basically wrong because many young children were subjected toan overly long day 
away from home. It added hazard and congestion to the transportation of pupils. To correct the above faults in 
the busing program, it was decided to open the Windham Center School and Golden Brook School at different times 
and pick up the students and take them directly to their own school, 


The High School Study Committee recently submitted its final report to the School Board, 
This committee is comprised of Robert Skinner, Chairman, Marion Dinsmore, Ronald Bushey and Donald Young. 
The committee conferred with representatives of Pinkerton Academy and Salem High School and with study com- 
mittees of Londonderry and Pelham, They explored every possible avenue which Windham may take to give our 
children a secondary education, 


The proposition of tuitioning our children to a high school in another town seems to be pos- 
sible only through the year 1978, We, therefore, must decide whether we will build a high school alone or with 
an adjoining town which is in a situation similar to our own, After talking with the committees of two towns and 
thoroughly reviewing the situation in ali other adjoining towns, the committee finalized its report and made its 
recommendation. 


The conclusion is that Windham must either have a high school of its own ready for opera- 
tion by September of 1978 or participate with Pelham in the erection of a high school to educate the children of 
both towns, Relative to this, there is an article in the school warrant to establish a High School Study Committee 
to explore the feasibility of this with representatives from Pelham. 


At this time, I choose to mention the situation in which our School District found itself on 


September of 1969 and again on September of 1970, At both times, there were more children than classroom 
spaces available, Being able to place several classes in St, Matthew's Parish Hall solved this very critical problem, 
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I, therefore, wish to express to Father Knott and St. Matthew's Parish, the sincere appreci- 
ation which our entire citizenry has for letting our school children be educated in their Parish Hall.
